Famous Doctors Discuss Problem at 
Big London Cenfsrencs 

Long regnrded as ono of the minor 
troubles of life, rheumatism Is now 
looked upon ss one of the most ser¬ 
ious menaces to physical efficiency. 

A remarkable gathering of doctors. 
Inlur trlalDts. welfare workers, and 
working men, brought together by the 
Citizens’ Council of tho Federation of 
j Medical and Allied Services, debated 
tho problem In i/ondon. and decided 
to set up an Industrial cllnlo to deal 
with tho scourge. 

Rheumatism has lately boen re¬ 
vealed as an Insidious scourge which 
c*oets £2,000,000 a year In sick bene¬ 
fit. causes more than 3.000.000 weeks 
of work to be lost every year, and re¬ 
sults In a very largo number of deaths 
from heart disease. 

Tho object of the meeting was to 
discuss tho prevention and treatment 
of rheumatism In Industry, and the 
discussion was started by Fir Thomas 
Ilorder, the famous physician who re¬ 
vealed the latest scientific opinion on 
the question.

Improved Methods 
Of Growing Alfalfa 

Canadian Grown Alfalfa Seed Pre¬ 
ferable to Any Other 

In Ontario alfalfa gives a consis¬ 
tently higher yield than Is obtained 
from tho common hay mixture. Tho 
averngo yield of alfalfa throughout 
the province during the last four years 
has been 2.75 tons per acre, while 
mixed clover and timothy has yielded 
only 1.58 tons per acre during tho 
same period. Tho Experimental 
Farm at Ottawa has grown alfalfa suc¬ 
cessfully for many years, finding It to 
out yield any other hay crop and to 
produce a very superior quality of 
hay. % 

Owing to the fact that farmers 
sometimes find It difficult to grow al¬ 
falfa. the account of the methods fol¬ 
lowed by tho Experimental Farm in 
producing this crop, given In the lat¬ 
est report of E. 3. Hopkins. Dominion 
Field Husbandman, will be found of 
peculiar Interest. Mr. Hopkins cm- 
phostses tho importance of selecting 
tho right Hold for growing alfalfa on 
farms where the crop has not been 
grown before. A well-drained soil is

for wild animal life of every sort, will 
ore long have to he thrown open to 
the shooting of buffalo within curtain 
numbers. 

The Wninwrlght ' Park Is not 
restricted entirely to buffalo. There 
are 312 elk, 30 moose, 1,188 deer, four 
antelope, and 21 yak. There are 400 
elk and 200 moose on Elk Island. 
Moose have Increased lapldly In Jas¬ 
per Park, and are doing well in Yolio 
and Kootenay Parks. Caribou are 
found In Jasper, Glacier and Revel- 
stoke parks. The hundred elk brought 
from the United States to Jaspor 
Park a few years ago have already 
increased to 650. They aro reported 
doing well, and aro In considerable 
numbers In threo of tho national 
parks. Mountain goats and sheep are 
also increasing In several of them.— 
Regina Post.
